And tor that 
cauſeir is erected before the very gate of his Palace to

At laſt this was the finall 
iſſue oftheſe conſultations. They that had becne at land 
preſented to their other brothers certaine poyſoned 
drugges at a banquet to the end to kill them. Vhich 19 
thole brothers did cate/and dycd therewith, but not in- 
continently. For before they died, they miniſtred a cer- 


 raine poydoned march-pane or ſome ſuch other thing at 


the very ſame banquet to their brothers that had been ar 
land; both which poyſons when they had throughly 15 
wrought their effects ypon both couples, all foure dyed 
ſhortly afcer. VWhereupon the Signiory of Venice ſei- 
ſed vpon all their goods as their owne, which was the 
firſt treaſure that cuer Venice poſleſled, and the firſt oc- 
caſion of inriching the eſtate; and in memoriall of that 20 
vncharitable and vobrotherly conſpiracy, hath erc&cd 
the pourtraitures of them in porphyric as I ſaid beforein 
ewo ſcuerall couples-conſulting together, 1 contefle I 
neuer read this hiſtory, but many Gentlemen of very 
good account in Venice both Engliſhmenandothersre- 25 
ported itvato me for an abſolutetruth.

20 is wonderfull ſtrongly built with free ſtone, and made all 
round about the court with pointed diamond worke 
which yeeldeth a very beautifull ſhew, with ten dores on 
each ſ1de of the court, the vpper part of each whereot is 
made of yron. AndIfawafaire Well in the middeſt of 

25 the court. Alfo there js a prety gallery in the inſide of the 
building that goeth round abour the court, being tar- 
raſſedand beaurified with fine pilaſters of white ttone. 

I was ih one higher roome of this Mint , where I ſaw 
fourteene maruailous ſtrong, cheſts hooped: with yron,

kept nothing but money, which conſiſterh of theſe ihree 
mettals, gold, filuer, and brafſe. Two of theſe cheſts

The Palace of the Duke which was built by _Lrgetes 
Participatius a Duke of Venice inthe yeare 80g. is abſo- 10 
lutely the faireſt building that euer I'ſaw, exceeding all 
the King of Frances Palaces that I could ſec,yea his moſt 
deleQable Paradiſe at Fountaine Beleau, VV hich indeed 
for delicate walkes, ſprings, riuers,and gardens excelleth 
this, but not for ſumptuouſneſle of building,wherinthis 15 | 
ſurpaſſerth the beſt of his three that 1 ſaw, namely the 
Loure, the Tuilletie, and Fountaine Belcau. This Palace

| rrauels. Here they ſay is maruellous abundance of ar- 
mour of ailforts, and that moſt curiouſly gilt. and ena- 


meled,as helmers,ſhields,belts,ſpeares, fwords, launces: 
the ſtore being ſo grear that it is thought it can well 
arme ten thouſand,men,andthe beaurie fo incompara- 
blethat no armoury of Chriſtendome doth match it, 
This is faidto be the firſt occaſion that they gathered ſo 
wuch armour together to the Dukes Palace, according 
of certaineEngliſh Gentlemen of good 

quality in Verkce, fromwhom I haue deriucd this enſu- 
ing hiſtory.A Gentleman ofthe Patrician ranke that was 
a man of arr ambitious ſpirit,intEding to depoſe him that 
was Duke,and to place himſclfe in the Dukedome,ſpake 
privately to euery: particular Senator and. Patrician of 
the whole citic tolend him an armed man,to the end to 
aſſiſt him in a certaine bulineſle thathe vnderrooke, and 
to ſend him to his houſe! which was neareto the Ri- 
alro.This matter he handled ſo cunningly,thatno 2 Gen-

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| zo the place, being defeated of the effe&t of his proiect , for 


tlemen whatſoeuer did know of this prouiſion he made 
for men,though indeed all of them vnderſtood of 1t, yet.

There happened at the time of my being in Venice a 
very prodigious thing vpon the fit{t day of Iuly being 
friday. Forthat day there fell aſhower of haile, laſting 


| for the ſpace of halfe an houre , that yeelded tones as 


grcatas Pigeons egges; a thing that amazed all tharbe- 
held ir, Alſo there was another (trange thing that fel out 
whenlT was there : the ball or globe of a certaine Tower 
inthe citte, rogether with the crofle that ſtood thereon, 


{ was fo extremely ſcorched with lightning , that it was : 


turned coale-blacke. For indeede two or three nights one 
after another itlightned as terribly 1n-Venice as ecuer I 
ſaw in my life, arid that moſt inceflantly for many houres 
rogerher, - | | 

Amongſt many other things that moued great admi- 
ration in me in Venice,this was not the leaſt, to conſider 
the marueilous affluence and exuberancy of all things 


| tending to the ſuſtentation of mans life. For albeit they 
| haue neyther meadows,norpaltures,nor arable grounds 
' neare their city(whichis a marrer impoſlsible,becauſe it is 
featedin the ſea,and diſtinguiſhed with ſuch a multitude 
of channels)to yeeld them corne and victuals + yer they 
| hane as great abundance/athing very ſtrange to becon- 
| fidered )of vituals,corne and truites of all forts whatfo- 


ever,as any city(Ithinke)ofall Italy. Their victuals and all 
other prouiſion being very plenteoully miniſtred vnto 


them 
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them from Padua, Vicerza,and other bordering townes 
and places of Lombardy,which are in their owne domi- 
nton.For I haue ſcene their ſhambles and marker places 
(whereof they haue a great multitude) exccedingly well 


fruits I haue obſerued wonderfull plenty among{trthem, 
as Grapes, Pcares, Apples, Plummes, Apricockes: all 
which are ſolde by weight,and not bytale : Figges moſt 
excellent ofthree or foure ſorts, as blacke, which=are the 
[To daintieſt, greene, and yellow. Likewiſe they had ano- 
ther ſpeciall commodity'whenl was there, which is one 
ofthe moſt delectable dithes for a Sommertruite of all 
Chriftendome, namely muske Mclons, I wondred at the 
plenty ofthem ; for there was ſuch ſtore brought into 


moneth together, that not onely Sf, artes place, but al- 
ſo all the market places of the citie were ſuperabundantly 
furniſhed with them : infomuch that I thinke there were 
ſold ſo many of them enery day for that ſpace,as yeelded 
129 fiue hundred pound ſterling. They are of three ſorts, yel. 
| low,greene,aud redde,burthered is moſt toothſome of 
all;The great long banke whereof I haue before ſpoken,

the world: the bolder I am to affirme it, becauſel have 
heard very famous trauellers (ſuch as haue ſeene this 
Clockeand moſt of the principall things of Chriſten- 
dome /report the ſaine.

Princes Palace I will firſt ſpeake of: Iris exceeding difh- 
cult for a ſtranger to-enter into one of the Germane 
Princes Courts(as Ihaue before ſaid in my deſcription 


| of Turlowe) except hee hath ſome friend liuing in the 


fame, which I found verified by mine owne experience 15 
at the Count Palatines Court. ForlI could nor poſſibly 
be admitted without ſome ſpeciall and extraordinaric_ 


| fattour, which was this, Maſter Gruterus vnderſtanding 


by my owne report, that I was acquainted with our No- 
ble Ambaſſadour Sir Henry Wotton then refident with 20 
the Signiorie of Venice, the fame of whoſe excellent 
learning and generoſe qualities hath greatly ſpread it- 
ſelfein Heidelberg (for there hath hee beene heretofore, 
and Honorably entertained at the Princes Court coun: 
ſc}led me to goetoa learned Door of the Ciuill Lawe 25 
dwelling in the Citie, whoſe name was Maſter L!zge!/e- 
mis, heretofore Tutor to Fred-riche the fourth , who 
was then the Count Palatine when I was in Heidelberg; - 
andrhertorethe better able to procure his friend acceſſe

for the Chanceric houſe of the Palatinare, wherein mar- 
ters of controuerfie are handled; and from thence there 
isa very tedious & difficult aſcent by aſteepe [tonic way 
IO to the Palace it ſelfe. I learned ar the Court chat there 
was heretofore an other Palace belides this, ſituarcd vp. 
on the very top of che ſame hill, which hapacd to be vr- 
_terly deſtroyed in theyeare 1537. a5 it appeareth by cer- 
| faineelegant Elegiacal verſes that worthy /acobres Micyl- 
I5 lus of the Citie of Strasburg, wrote to his learned 
friend Joachimus Camerarias about the yearcand day of 
the ruine thereof, by-a certaine memorable yer rufull ac- 
- cident; for the fire of heauen it ſelfe conſumed it. The 
Te/um triſulcum Tons (I meanethe lightning) ſtriking ca- 
20 ſually a heape of Gunpowder that was kept ina certaine 
roome of the Palace, witichno ſooner tooke fire, but im- 
mediatly in chevery twinckling ofan eycir burnt vp the 
- whole building, and ſcattered the ſtones (a moſt lamen- 
table ſpe&aclero behold) farre alunder, ſome downe to 
25 thEpreſenc Palace wherethe Prince now dwelleth, and 
 ſometothe Citie.ro the great detriment of both places. 
Theruines oftheſame Palace are yet ſhewed (as I heard) 
vpon the top ofthe hill. But nowlT will returne againe 
to the Princes palace where hee keepeth his reſidence; e- 
39 very thing that I {awthere,did yeeld matter of ſpecial 
marke and magnificence. The father of Freaericve the 
fourth, and Prince Fred-richke himſclte have becne great 
builders. His father builc all che part of the Palace on

berwixt them, For the inward Frontis much more glori- 
ous andreſplendent then the other, The principall or- 
nament that graceth it, is the multitude of faire ſtatues 
(Which the outward Front wanteth) very loftily aduan- 
ced towards the faireſt part ofthe Court, whereofthere 
are foure diſtinCt degrees or Series made one aboue ano- 
ther. Theſame ſtatues arecaruedin afingular faire milk- 
white ſtone, which ſeemeth as beautifull as the faireſt A- 
labaſter,and formed in a very largeproportion, expreſ- 
fing all the parts ofa mans body , and done with that ar- 


| tificiall curioſitie, thar I beleeue were thoſe famous ſta- 


tuaries Polycletus and Praxiteles aliue againe, they would 
praiſethe ſame, and confefſe they were not able to a- 
mend them. For they imitate the true naturall counte- 
nanceand living ſhape of thoſe heroicall and Princely 
Pecres, whom they repreſent. Moſt ofthem are the ſta-
